ceedingly interesting letter from her 
son, 
T. TV. Padgett, who is In the 


naval aviation service, stationed In 
Italy. 
T. \v. Padgett Is one of the 


few 'teiMtur sailors who have been 
under enemy fire during the war and 
Padgett has seen plenty of action in 
combats with the Austrian fleetb. He 
says In fart a.s follows: 


"Dear Mother: The flu must have 
been awful* over there. It was bail 
here, but is about over noiv. Not many 
Americans died. 
Xo sailors had It. 
They were very strict with us and 
we did no,t pet liberty for four weeks. 
The pictures I sent were taken in 
Ravina. 
I have a suit caso In my 


hand not an arcoriieon. but they sure 
have lots of accordeons over here. 
That's about all you hear, an organ 
on wheels. Once in a while they have 
band concerts and they are fine. 


GREAT CELEBRATION. 


"They sure had some time when 


the armistice was signed with Aus- 
tria. 
I wish you could have seen 


them. They sure were happy. Every- 
body quit work and the celebration 
lasted a week. For tHe first time in 
four years the streets were illumina- 
ted. You asked me about the stripes 
on my arm. 
Well those stripes de- 


note what rating you have. 
I have 


two on my sleeve now, that de 
notes a second class seaman, but 
soon I will have three then I will be 
a first rlass seaman or a seaman. 


"Before we leave for home, Italy is 


Soinp to sive us medals for our brave 
work under enemy fires. The medals 
say, 'I have come, I htiie seen, I have 
conquered.' 
We also have a cam- 


paign badire from Italy, France and 
the United Plates; also a srold stripe 
or bar for sen ice in foreign coun- 
U'ips. Fundy and I will be about the 
only sailors from Decatur with medals 
from this war. I have certainly seen 
real action and you can tell everyone 
that I will never forget what I have 
seen and yone through.
